Moon com pany, about three miles north 
of Idaho S prings w as partially executed 
la st night a t 11:15 when a n u m be r of 
men carried two kegs of dynam ite, to 
which were attached b u rn in g fuses to 
the top of a knoll h ic k of the tr a n s ­ 
former building and rolled tljem down 
the hill tow ard the building. W hen the 
kegs stru ck the building an explosion 
O ccurred which destroyed the im mense 
stru ctu re used to convey electricity to 
the mines to operate the air drills. 


Colonel A. K. Powell was on d uty at 
the tra n sfo rm er a t the time, and, see­ 
ing the light spark of thp fuse rolling 
down the hill, called out to know who 
was there. 
Not receiving an y answ er 
but a pistol shot, lie fired in the d a r k ­ 
ness, w o u nd ing Philip Fire, an Italian 
form erly employed at the mine 
and 
out 
on 
strike 
since the labor ! 
troubles a t th a t m ine In F eb ru ary . F ire 
w as taken 
to the 
hospital and died 
from his injuries an hour later. 


Colonel Powell, when seen this m o rn ­ 
ing, m ade the following sta te m e n t r e ­ 
g ard in g the blowing up of the plant: 


"I w as going a b o ut my usual duties 
as w atc h m an . 
I w as between the tr a n s ­ 
form er 
house 
and 
the 
com pressing 
plan t at about ll: IS o'clock last night, 
when 
m y attention was attra c te d 
to 
s p a rk s on the side of the hill. 
I do 


not think it could have been more than 
ID feet above where I stood. The sparks 
were moving and com ing tow ard me. I 
cried out: 
'Hello, w hat do you want 
there ?’

I heard the report of a re­ 
volver. 
I pulled m y pistol from my 
pocket and fired two shots in the d a r k ­ 
ness. 
I had no more th a n done this 
when the two liegs of powder struck 
the tra n sfo rm er building and exploded, 
throw ing me a distance of some 'jft feet 
and s catterin g tim bers all about 
me.

EIGHT HUNDRED WEAVERS 


RETURNED TO WORK

SCORE OF LIVES LOST IN 
EXPLOSION NEAR LOWELL

very m idst of the hum ble residences of 
50 mill operatives exploded today with 
a frightful concussion and the resu ltan t 
w ave of death cut oft the lives of more 
th a n a score of h u m a n beings anc) in­ 
ju red 
n e a rly 50 oth-'rx. 
H alf a dozen 
men who were loading kegs of pow der 
from one of the m agazines were blown 
to pieces; four boys. 200 y ard s aw ay, 
were killed by the force of the explo­ 
sion and 14' fram e houses w ithin a ra d i­ 
us of 400 yard s w ent down as if they 
had been built of cards. 
Seven of these 
houses im m ediately c a u g h t fire, p ro b ­ 
ably from the kitchen stoves an d were 
com pletely consumed. 
At least three 
persons were caught in the ruins and 
burned to death, while seven or eight 
others w ho were rescued died su b se­ 
q uently of their injuries. 
ft is e sti­ 
m ated th a t 70 s ep arate pieces of p ro p ­ 
erty. including those already mentioned, 
were destroyed while the force of the 
explosion wrecked window s for five or 
six miles around an d its th u n d e r could 
hr h eard distinctly more th a n 50 miles 
aw ay.

The m ag azines were the p ro p erty of 
th e U nited States C artridge co m p an y 
of this city, hut fortunately w ere s itu ­ 
ated m ore than a mile a w a y from the 
facto ry Itself. They were built of brick, 
abo u t 10 feet high, w ith a rounded roof 
of c orru gated iron. 
They w ere con­ 


s tructed some 30 y ears ago in w h at w as 
then a broad, open field on the b anks 
of the Concord river. 
D u rin g the last 
decade small wooden dwelling houses 
have gradu ally s p ru n g up in the vicin­ 
ity, crow ding n ea re r and nearer with 
fancied security to the innocent look­ 
ing little buildings until they almost 
completely su rrounded them except on 
the river side, the nearest house being 
scarcely 50 feet aux.y.

tw een them. 
There are. how ever, five 
holes in the ground, w hich seem s to 
clearly indicate five explosions. 


T he entire catastrop h e, how ever, ac- 
cupled th e space of scarcely five sec­ 
onds, h ut in th a t time the s u rro u n d in g 
p rop erty w as sw ept as if a sm all vol­ 
cano had broken forth in its midst. 
E v e ry house within 200 y ard s collapsed. 
Trees w ere blown down, the g r a s s w ithin 
a hu n d red y a rd s mowed as if by a lawn 
mower, while b ricks from the tw o m a g ­ 
azines were hurled fa r across the river 
an d all over the neighborhood. 


F o r several m inu tes a fte r w a r d the air 
w as com pletely filled w ith sm oke and 
dust, illum inated by the g la re from the 
a lre a d y b u rn in g houses. 


Work of Rescue. 


The w ork of rescue a t once began, 
but in m a n y cases the flam es had a l­ 
read y gained full sw a y over the c r u m ­ 
bled ruins, and several p ersons were 
b u rn ed to dea th before the debris which 
covered th em could be removed.

T h e y set th e m a c h in e ry in 
m otion w hich resulted in the r e tu r n of 
$125, all t h a t had not been paid to M c­ 
Nellis. 
W h e n they did th a t, th e y knew 
th a t McNellis w an te d to g et back to 
K a n s a s City an d th a t he needed the 
m oney w ith w hich to do it. T h e y m ig h t 
reaso n ably be ch arg ed as these d efen d ­ 
a n ts are ch arg ed , as there would be as 
m u ch ju stice to th e ch a rg e .” 


Reputation at Stake. 


In closing. J u d g e M orris said:

, , questions, plainly giving evidence 
|f the ordeal he w as undergoing. 


Made Admissions. 


Both King and Atkinson were ques- 
|oned particularly in regard to getting 
»uff to return the money his gang had

King said he told A tkinson to go to 
jolorado City for the purpose of seeing

Honey. I did not tell him th a t I would

> had better rustle up the money. He 
ild he couldn’t just then, but would

money." 


U nder 
cross-exam ination 
Atkinson 
w as cooler than King, although he was 
subjected to as scathing a fire of ques­ 
tions. 
The following is his cross-ex­ 
am ination in part:

any 
persecution in the papers; were 
you 
afraid you had done som ething crim inal 
and you didn't w ant the people to know 
about it?

I didn’t think it was crim ­ 
inal, but I knew th a t if every m an who 
w as robbed knew we had gotten this 
m an’s money they would all be a t head­ 
q uarters asking us to collect thelr’s. 
Besides the Denver papers had said 
som ething th a t was not true, and I did 
not w ant to see any more of it. 


Has Known Duff Seven Years. 


Q. How long have you known Duff. 
A. F or seven or eight years. 
Q. H ave you alw ays been on friendly 
term s w ith him ? 
Did you talk to him 
in a friendly m anner when you w ent 
to Colorado City for the purpose of 
bluffing $126 out of him? 


A. I haven’t alw ays 
been 
friendly 
w ith him, but I was friendly when I saw 
him a t Colorado City. 


Q. W hen Chief K ing told you to go 
to Colorado City for the purpose of get­ 
ting this money you made up your mind 
th a t D uff w as the right m an to see, 
did you? 


A. Yes, sir.

Q. Did you ever arrest D uff on a 
charge of running a confidence game? 


A. 
Yes, when L. C. Dana was city 
m arshal I arrested him for playing a 
confidence gam e a t the Rio Grande 
depot. 


Q. Any other tim e? * 
A. Once, when I w as a deputy under 
Sheriff Goddard. 


Q. Do you rem em ber any other time 
th a t you arrested him or any of the 
men who worked with him? 


A. I don't rem em ber having arrested 
D uff again, but I have arrested the 
men who worked w ith him. 


Q. You knew, then, th at D uff was 
the head of the gang or confederation, 
did you? 


A. Well, not exactly, although it was 
his reputation. 


Went to Duff for the Momey. 


Q. Po 
you went to 
Duff for the 
money? 


A. Yes. 
Q. And you thought you were in the 
discharge of your duty when you did 
it, and th at there was nothing crim inal 
in it? 


A. It w asn't p art of my duty to go 
to Colorado City and look up somebody's 
money; but it was not crim inal, a t least 
I did not think it was. 


Q. Now, Mr. Atkinson, when you 
went to Duff for the purpose of get­ 
ting this money, a man whom you 
generally understood was the leader 
or head of the Duff gang, and who 
handed 
you the money 
when you 
told him the D, & R. G. officers were 
after him, did it occur to you that the 
man who would do as he did was in 
some way guilty of the crime, and in 
some way connected with the rob- 
berv of McNellis P 
A. WELL, I KNEW HE W ASN’T 
THE MAN, AND BESIDES I HAD 
NO AUTHORITY TO ARREST HIM 
AT COLORADO CITY.

Duff, or make 
a further 
search and arrest somebody else, when 
D uff paid you the money? 


A. I spent all day looking for D uff 
before I found him, and I didn’t have 
time to look for anyone else. 


Q. W hen you came back from Colo­ 
rado City w ith the $125 th a t D uff had 
given you, did you report the m atter 
to Chief King, and tell him where you 
got it, and from whom? 


A. I told him I got it a t 
Colorado 
City, but I did not tell him from whom 
I got it, a t least I don't rem em ber th at 
I did. 


Q. It was such a common thi^g in 
your office, then, for you 
to go 
to 
Colorado City and bluff D uff out of 
$125 th at you did not think it was w orth 
while reporting it to your superior of­ 
ficer? 


A. It w asn’t a common thing, b u t I 
didn’t tell the chief; I can't say why 
now, I don't know 
w hat 
I 
thought 
about a t th a t time. 


Q. W hen you w ent to Colorado City 
did you k n o w 'th a t you could get the 
money out of D uff? 


A. No, sir, I didn't know 
th a t 
I 
could. I thought I would try. 


This 
closed 
the 
cross-exam ination 
and the w itness w as turned over 
to 
the attorneys for the defense. 
In re­ 
ply to a question from Mr. Crowell, 
A tkinson said th at he had received no 
rew ard of ‘any sort from anyone for 
collecting the $150 for McNellis. 


As to Reputation. 


D. H. B ennett, night sergeant of the 
police departm ent, w as then called. He 
testified th a t he was working in the 
day tim e a t the tim e McNellis w as rob­ 
bed. This testim ony w as introduced for 
the purpose of substantiating the testi­ 
mony of Chief King. 


U ndersheriff O. P. Grimes was then 
called for the purpose 
of 
testifying 
th at Duff had been in the sheriff’s of­ 
fice on one occasion, but had not been 
arrested. 
On motion, this entire testi­ 
mony w as stricken out, however, be­ 
cause it w as im m aterial and incompe­ 
tent. This w itness was followed' by L. 
C Dana, postm aster; E. R. S tark, W il­ 
liam B anning; Leonard Jackson, ex- 
sheriff; John 
Him ebaugh and W. H. 
Metz. 
They were introduced to testify 
concerning the general reputation of the 
defendants. 
They all answ ered 
th a t 
they had known their reputation to be 
good. 


No evidence w as offered in rebuttal 
by the prosecution, and, there being no 
fu rth er evidence, this phase of the case 
w as brought to a close. 


Judge Seeds announced th at he would 
be ready to receive offers of instruc­ 
tions to the ju ry a t 7:30 last evening, 
and declared court adjourned until 9:30 
this morning. 


A cting on the suggestion of 
Judge 
Seeds, the attorneys for both sides pre­ 
sented their instructions a t 7:30 last 
evening; by 9 o’clock the instructions 
had been agreed upon, and will be read 
to the jury on the opening of court 
th is morning. It is understood th at the 
defense will interpose a m otion for a 
directed verdict of not guilty, but it is 
fu rth er understood th a t no argum ent 
will be m ade io support of it and th at 
it will be m ade m erely to complete the 
record. 
The defendants and their a t­ 
torneys have declared th a t the case wilp 
be appealed if a verdict of guilty is re­ 
turned by the Jury, and the m otion for 
a 'd irec te d verdict will be n a rt of the 


bill of exceptions th a t will go up to the 
supreme court. 
The argum ent of the 
prosecution will be m ade this morning, 
as soon as the Instructions have been 
read to the jury. 
It will be opened by 
D istrict A ttorney Trowbridge. 
He will 
be followed by Judge Morris for the de­ 
fense and by A ttorney Crowell, who will 
close for the defense. A ttorney George 
G ardner will close for the prosecution, 
and will m ake the last argum ent to the 
jury. 
It Is expected th at these argu^ 
ments will take most of the day. anri 
that the case will not be subm itted to 
the jury until late this afternoon.

I told him we 
could try. 


Q. You told him th at you would try? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. 
Were you alone on that occasion? 
A. I was on that occasion; yes, sir. 


Q. 
W hen did you 
see 
Mr. Gandy 
again? 
A. 
The next time I saw him 
was when I took the money up. I don't 
know’ w hat time it w as; th a t w'as on 
Monday.

About how m any days after you 
first saw him was it that you took the 
money up? A. I think about two, pos­ 
sibly three. 


Q. W ithin two or three days after you 
saw him and told him you thought you 
could get the money, you did get it and 
take it to his office?

And you told him th a t the only 
thing you cared to avoid in the m atter 
was new spaper persecution?

Q, You feared new spaper persecution, 
did you? 


Objected to as 
incom petent, im m a­ 
terial and irrelevant 
and 
not proper 
cross-exam ination. 


Overruled.

zation work In connection with the na­ 
tional committees was unable to com­ 
plete its work, and it was by resolution 
e m p o w e r e d t'*> c o m p l e t p t h p r o m m i t t e e 
at. its leisure. 
The gentlemen to whom 
this im portant work is delegated are J. 
A. Edgertnn of Colorado. Milton Park of 
Texas. J. H. Calderhead of M ontana and 
C Q. De France of Nebraska. They are 
to he members of the larger com m ittee 
when it is completed. 


A ddress to th e Public. 


The conference today adopted the fol­ 
lowing address to the public: 


"The m anifest political unrest which 
everywhere appears in the nation dem ­ 
onstrates the 
dissatisfaction 
of 
the 
American people 
with 
the 
present 
m anagem ent of government, and argues 
the necessity of the reform forces com­ 
ing together in united action a t the 
ballot box to obtain proper legislation 
whereby the right, of the people to self- 
goveinm ent may be had for themselves 
and their posterity; therefore we, the 
Populists of the United States, having 
this day at the city of Denver, Colorado, 
united our forces with the distinct un­ 
derstanding th at all past differences as 
to policy shall be and now are perm a­ 
nently' settled, and, experience having 
dem onstrated the futility of any a t­ 
tem pt to secure the enactm ent of our 
principles through either the R epubli­ 
can or Democratic party, we 
believe 
the time is now at hand when tit*- I'ni- 
ted People's party should declare itself 
em phatically opposed to any 
affilia­ 
tion with either of those parties and un­ 
qualifiedly in favor of independent n a­ 
tional political action. 


F u n d am en tal P rinciples.

RESULT OF INVESTIGATION 


OF KANSAS ASYLUMS 


By Associated Press. 


Topeka, Kan., July 2S.—'The asylum In­ 
vestigating committee Tiled its report with 
Governor Bailey today. The rommittee 
is composed of members of the legislature 
and was appointed on account of abuses in 
the two insane asylums of Kansas. The 
report says: 


"The committee finds that there exists 
among the attendants careless practices in 
the handling of patients that frequently 
amounts to unwarranted force and punish­ 
ment and sometimes amounts to cruelty. 
There exists among the attendants a kind 
of secret understanding which has the in­ 
fluence of restraining one attendant from 
Informing the superintendent or other su­ 
perior officers of misconduct and abuses 
on the part of other attendants toward 
the patients.

o ut startlingly the evidence on which 
the grand ju ry returned the indictm ents 
against them ;

senting the Denver & Rio G rande rail­ 
way. 


The tri&j began at 9:30, and after sev­ 
eral unim pbrtant m atters 
were goiie 
into for the purpose of clearing the rec­ 
ord. the exam ination of the ju ry was 
taken up. The charges against the de­ 
fendants were consolidated, 
and 
they 
are being tried on all charges in one 
case, and evidence tending to show their 
complicity in the confidence gam e 
ducted by Duff and his gang is adm itted 
along with testim ony tending to show 
th a t they spirited McNellis out of the 
city in order to protect Duff and his 
gang from arrest and prosecution. 


Under the law, King and Atkinson, 
will be declared guilty 
of 
a 
misde­ 
m eanor, in case they are found guilty, 
and in such cases the law provides that 
each side is entitled to six challenges. 
These challenges were 
completed 
by 
2:30 in the afternoon, tne defense m ak­ 
ing use of all challenges, while the 
prosecution waived thp rignt to chal­ 
lenge in two instances. 


The statem ent made by McNellis. con­ 
tained In the affidavit made by the dis­ 
trict attorney, was first offered in evi­ 
dence, and read to the jury. 
The facts 
mentioned in this statem ent are before 
the jury the sam e as if McNellis gave 
them in person.

C. A. W illiams, colored, was the first 
w itness called.

Later, I s a w McNellis. who said 
he had been robbedl I could not go after 
the men who who had done it, however, 
for the reason th a t I had to m ake a 
report on the other m atter.

m atter and told the officer in charge 
th a t I saw Duff and ¡•everaJ members 
of his gang and was certain they were 
the ones who got the money. The next 
day I mentioned the same thing to Chief 
K ing.” 


Ex-Police Officer W illiam Shermvell. 
followed and said he had accompanied 
McNellis to police headquarters for the 
purpose of reporting the robbery, and 
had later told Chief King th at fie be­ 
lieved Duff and bis gang performed 
the job. 
He said also th at he asked 
K ing w hat he w as going to do about it, 
and th a t K ing replied he would look 
into it. 


A ttorney N. S. Gandy was the next 
w itness called. 
His testim ony w as the 
m ost sensational and startling. 
It is 
reported fu rth er on, completely. 
A fter 
his testim ony had closed, the proseqn- 
tion rested, and the defense began the 
introduction of witnesses. 
They called 
John Rowen, a police officer of Colo­ 
rado City, who accom panied McNellis to 
police headquarters on the m orning of. 


• the robbery. He was called for the pur­ 
pose of testifying as to w hat McNellis 
had said to him. 


W hen this quqestiori w as asked, A t­ 
torney George Gardner, who is acting 
as ¡special prosecutor in the case, ob­ 
jected, and asked for time w ithin which 
to present argum ents in support of his 
objection. 


P rosecution O bjects. 


Judge Seeds directed an adjournm ent 
for 15 minuteB, a t the end of which 
tim e Mr. G ardner returned. In support 
of his objection he said: 
“I object to 
this question for the reason th at by it 
the defense seeks to get from the lips 
of this man, som ething that has a l­ 
ready 
been 
introduced 
in 
evidence, 
nam ely, the story of McNellis. 
T hat 
story is before the jury, 
direct 
from 
th e lips of McNellis himself, for while 
he is not here, the defense has agreed 
th a t if he were here he would testify 
exactly as the statem ent which is now 
before the ju ry . W hat is the purpose of 
this w itness? He cannot add anything 
. to th a t story. A nything that he m ight 
State would be hearsay, and the court 
’ would have to tru st to the veracity and 
honesty, not only of the w itness on the 
stand, but of McNellis, and the author!*- 
ties generally, hold that such evidence 
is inadm issible. 


“F urther, w h at would be the reason 
for asking this question, were it not 
fo r the purpose of contradicting some­ 
thing th a t is contained in McNellis’ tes­ 
tim ony? If th at is the reason and there 
can be no other, it is sought to impeach 
th e testim ony of McNellis 
with the 
testim ony of this witness, and 1 submit 
th a t th a t cannot be done, w ithout hav­ 
ing first laid the foundation for im­ 
peachm ent in a cross-exam ination of 
McNellis. And it is no argum ent to say 
. th a t there could be no cross-exam ina­ 
tion, for the reason th a t the defense 
waived cross-exam ination 
when 
they 
agreed to adm it the testim ony, nnd if 
they have m ade a m istake, it is not our 
fault. W e m ust abide by the rules of 
evidence, and we insist th a t the same 
shall he done by the defense.” 


Judge Seeds interrupted a t this point, 
saying th a t he wished to h ear the au ­ 
thorities on which the argum ent was 
being made. 
Mr. Trow bridge answ ered 
th a t he and Mr. G ardner had been u n ­ 
able to get the authorities completely, 
and asked for fu rth er tim e. 
An ad­ 
journm ent w as taken until 9:30 this 
m orning, when the argum ent will be 
taken up again, and the authorities 
cited. 
Upon the decision of this point 
m uch depends. If the objection is over­ 
ruled the defense will be able to intro­ 
duce witnesses who will sw ear aw ay the. 
statem ent m ade by McNellis, -without 
giving the prosecution any opportunity 
to rebut it .w ith a fu rth er .statem ent 
from him. 
If it Is su stain ed 1 i t will 


compel the attorneys for the defense

STRONG AFTER EARLY LOSSES.

New York, July 27.—The failure of 
another stock exchange firm announced 
shortly after the opening this m orning 
enewed the feeling of nervousness, and 
prices were again forced to a lower 
level. 
T here were violent declines in 
some of the stocks in which the failed 
firm w as im m ediately interested. 
A 
num ber of the stan d ard railroad stocks 
a t the same tim e sold down from 1 to 
points ynder S aturday’s level. 
B ut 
even during this period of initial weak 
ness there w as m anifest a good ab­ 
sorption of stock and points of strength 
persisted against the depression. 


L ater in the day when It w as said 
no fu rth er failures would be announced 
the tone of the m arket became very 
stro n g and the early losses were wiped 
out even i ^ the w eak stocks, while the 
general level of the m arket rose to 
substantial level over S aturday night 
The dem and was especially conspicuous 
for New York Central, St. Paul, South­ 
ern Pacific, Reading, Illinois. C entral and 
stocks of a like substantial grade. Some 
large orders were executed in all of 
these 
stocks 
and 
a t 
other 
points 
throughout the m arket some prices end­ 
ed 
the 
day 
-from 
1 
to 
over 
3 
above 
S aturday’s 
level 
for 
prom inent 
stocks 
and 
a t . m uch 
wider advances for the less active se­ 
curities. 
Some of this buying Svas to 
cover short contracts and a consider­ 
able portton of it was by professional 
operators for a turn in the m arket on 
the long side. 
B ut there was an im 
proved demalnd for investm ent both in 
stocks and bonds, and stock exchange 
i-ommission houses showed an increased 
confidence in advising their custom ers to 
ifouy. 


Only a few of the inactive stocks 
showed such violent falls as have ch ar­ 
acterized 
the 
recent 
m arket, 
which 
pointed to a conclusion th a t there w as 
less pressure to close out unm arketable 
securities figuring as collateral In lots 
and Im provem ents in facilities for se 
curing accom m odation. The recent con­ 
traction of credit in the stock m arket 
has been largely due to d istru st of such 
operations as those in which the re 
cently failed firm s have been largely en­ 
gaged, involving as »they did inflation 
and m anipulation of the values of se­ 
curities. 
The letting out of this infla­ 
tion has really brought a sense of relief 
from the oppression of artificial condi­ 
tions hanging over the m arket and sus­ 
tained with difficulty. 
These held over 
projects are quite ap art from the ear 
lier ones in which the syndicates were 
successful in holding up prices until 
their holdings were 
taken off their 
hands and which have left behind them 
Iso their train of financial distress 
and disappointm ents. 
B ut w ith the 
passing of the syndicate interests in, 
these and the abandonm ent of the arti 
ficial support the stocks have been al­ 
lowed to sink to the level natural to 
the changes in their status. 
The re­ 
cent failures represent the abandonm ent 
of efforts to sustain by m ain strength 
the prices of securities the m arket for 
which has passed and the closing up 
of affairs which resulted is the cause 
of sensible relief in the m arket. 


T h e « were fears th a t fu rth er failures 
ould occur today and the strong re­ 
covery in the m arket w as helped by 
the averting of these. 
The m arket 
closed quiet and steady and only slight­ 
ly below the top level. 


The bond m arket continued rath er ir­ 
regular although there was good de­ 
m and for some issues.

It was a memorable occasion. 
The solem nity of the service, the 
chant, the presence of. death, typified in the crepe-wrapped catafalque, 
brought very near the demise of the pope; it was as if the gloom of 
the Vatican had entered the Colorado Springs church. 


An eloquent panegyric w as delivered by Rev. H. L. M cM enamin. 
T here were m any m oist eyes in the great congregation. 


The church w ill remain draped until the new pope is selected. 


One month from the date of death another mass will be celebrated. 


Fully 1,300 persons found room in the 
church. H undreds lingered on the side­ 
w alk unable to gain adm ittance, b u t 
hearing the 
choir 
and 
occasionally 
catching some of the service, 


The interior of the church presented 
an 
im pressive spectacle. 
N early 
500 
yards of black cloth had.been festooned 
from pillar to pillar; 
the 
a lta r was 
w reathed in crepe, th e m ain a ltar in 
deep purple. The catafalque hore wax 
candles and the black w as relieved with 
w hite cloth in rosettes and 
ropes 
of 
sm ilax and ferns. 
Around it. four on 
each side, stood through the service, a

Rev. F ath er Bender w as celebrant of 
the m ass; Rev. F ath er McKeown, dea­ 
con; Rev. F ath er B astien, sub-deacon; 
Rev. F ath er H. L. McMenamin, m aster 
of cerem onies; Thom as B annigan and 
F ran k Fink, acolytes. The services be­ 
gan a t 10 o'clock, with the black robed 
priests, preceded by the acolytes, and 
followed by the guard of honor, enter­ 
ing the sanctuary.

di, Domine.” and the beautiful m ass, its 
stately m easure peculiarly appropriate 
to such an occasion, w as sung by a choir 
th a t filled the crowded edifice w ith the 
rich volume of the melody.

“And I believe, dear friends, that we

' future historians will accredit to Leo the

Because in the 
closing years of his predecessor's reign, 
forces were brought to bear against 
the 
church with such vehemence and bitter-

Greeks rose up to turn back the multi­ 
tudinous forces of Xerxes, just as there 
was a Demosthenes to hurl defiance at 
Phillip, and an O'Connell In the house of 
parliament: just as there was a W ashing­ 
ton to lead a ragged, shoeless army to a 
new republic, so. too, there was a Leo to 
lead God's church from the bondage of 
bigotry and oppression; a T,eo *n hurl 
defiance at the enemies of humanity who 
would undermine society by disrespecting 
its laws as did the anarchist and socialist, 
or pollute Its very fountain-head by sanc­

The Time of H is Accession. 


‘‘No, dear friends, I do not hold that Leo 
or Leo's church, was the only means tfiat 
stayed these hellish forces, though if 1 
am to believe the opinion of the world as 
expressed in columns of the press today, 
they were by all means the greatest. 


“But where is then, that most stupend­ 
ous fact of history that Leo is said to 
have accomplished? It still remains. I 
have described the condition of things 
without the church at the time of his 
accession te the chair of Peter, but that 
was not all that Leo had to contend with. 
How did he find the papacy itself? De­ 
spoiled for the first time in 100 years of 
its temporal power. 


‘‘For more than a hundred 
centuries 
every pope had been a king, having, be­ 
sides 
a million 
of

But Bismarck 
and Victor Emmanuel robbed Pius IX of 
his earthly kingdom, and it fell to Leo's 
lot to occupy the chair of Peter when in 
the opinion of the world it was tottering 
in its place. According to all 
human 
prophecy, according to all human reason­ 
ing, the papacy, now that it was despoiled 
of Its temporal authority, must fail. Leo, 
according to the world's way of looking 
at things, would serve his few allotted 
years and then the papacy would cease to 
be. The other day he died, and the world 
is weeping o'er his grave. And the papacy? 
We find that during his life, it has wield­ 
ed a more powerful scepter than ever be­ 
fore. more powerful and far-reaching in 
its influence than it was at the time of 
Leo the Great. Hildebrand or Pius VII, 
whom monarchs could hot move. 


"Here, dear friends, is the stupendous 
fact of history of which we speak. Leo 
has proven to the world that the church 
of Rome can exist and rule, be its head 
either prince or pauper.

"But now he is gone, and which of you 
whether priest or philosopher, scientist or 
poet, diplomat or scholar. Protestant or 
Catholic, will not 
do him honor? You 
scientists, who, though you may nave re­ 
pudiated religion and made science Itself 
your god. do honor to tb* memory of 
Leo, the scientist. You men of letters, and 
poets, who have g raced the pages of lit­ 
erature with your genius, read his en­ 
cyclicals 
and 
his poems that have the 
stamp of immortality and you must do 
honor to his memory. You diplomats and 
statesmen, proud of your success in fash­ 
ioning the laws of nations, study the life 
of Leo, the diplomat, who, without power 
of sword or scepter, became the world's 
arbiter. Observe Bismarck, that maji of 
blood and iron, who despoiled his pre­ 
decessor of his crown, come almost as 
a suppliant to his feet, forced to admit 
that the prisoner of the Vatican was his 
master—and then do honor at the bier of 
Leo the diplomat.' 
You sociologists and 
lovers of humanity, read his encyclicals 
on the family and divorce, on capital and 
labor, every word of which tells of his 
underlying love for the poor and indi­ 
gent, and then thank God that Leo lived 
to aid his fellowman! You Protestants, 
crowd round the bier of Leo where we, 
your Catholic friends, can 
clasp 
your 
hands in friendship. Thank your God and 
ours that he has given us a Leo to tear 
down and well-nigh obliterate the hated 
barriers which for three long centuries 
have divided us. For today o'er the grave 
of Leo. we. your Catholic friends and 
fellow Christians, feel that you are nearer 
to us. dearer to us. than at any time since 
the lamentable 
days 
of the so-called 
reformation. And why? Is It because we'< 
have drawn nearer to you? No; we have 
moved not one single inch. We stand to­ 
day where Peter stood, where Leo 
the 
Great stood, where Gregory, who humbled 
a Henry IV, stood, where Pius, whom a 
Napoleon could not sway, stood, where 
our own lamented Leo stood firm upon 
the ever-permanent 
foundation 
of 
im­ 
mutable truth. 


"And yet, we are nearer today, we feel 
your clasp of friendship, we almost en­ 
circle you In our arms. Not as I have said 
that we have drawn closer to you, even 
by an inch; but because you have studied 
the life of one old man, that same old 
man whom A. P. A.ism told yoy a few 
years ago was the anti-Christ and the 
enemy of your country. You have studied 
that life and the study has dispelled the 
thick clouds of Intolerance and bigotry 
that for centuries have kept us apart and 
those clouds dispelled, you begin to see 
us as we are; and you are here today to 
show your respect and esteem for the 
pope whom .we have lost, and to drop, per­ 
haps, a tear upon his bier. Our hearts go 
out to you and we thank you for your 
presence and through -you we thank your 
ministers, who, from their pulpits last 
Sunday, prayed for oiy dying pontiff, and 
we shall pray, as Loo prayed, that God 
may hasten the day ^hen there shall be 
but one shepherd, the<upope, and one fold, 
the inhabitants of the^world.

testam ent w as not disclosed. 
The will 
is w ritten on large sheets in the small 
and clear handw riting of the pontiff, 
presenting no trace of uncertainty. 
It 
w as opened by 
C ardinals 
Ram polla, 
surged forw ard. 
I then fired a shot 
Mocenni and Cretoni, 
the 
executors. 
The relatives of the late pontiff were 
not present although invited. 


T hat portion m ade public is as fol­ 
lows: 


“In th e nam e of the F ather, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost, as the end of our 
m ortal career is approaching, we put 
in this holograph will oûr last desires. 
Before ail. we hum bly supplicate the in­ 
finite bounty and charity of the blessed 
Lord to condone the faults of our life 
and receive benignantly our spirit in 
the beatific eternity which we specially 
hope through the m erits of Jesus the 
redeem er trusting to his very sacred 
heart, an ardent furnace of charity and 
fount of spiritual life and hum anity. 
We also implore 
as 
m ediators 
the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, m other of God, 
and our own much beloved m other and 
th a t legion of saints whom in our life 
we venerated in a special way. 


“Now, coming to dispose of the family 
patrim ony, which is ours according to 
the deed of division draw n up by the 
notary. Cuzario Franchi, December 17, 
18S2, we appoint as heir of this p atri­ 
mony our nephew, 
Count 
Ludavico 
Pecci, son of Giovanni B ataslta, our 
deceased brother. 
From this property 
m u st be deducted th a t a lr e a d y donatpd 
to Count Ricardo, another nephew on 
the occasion of his m arriage, according 
to a deed of F ebruary 13.

Lynching of Mayfield. 


Mayfield m et his fate w hile the mob 
fras on the way to lynch W ilson. 
The 
angry throng was parsing down E ast 
M ain street when the negro becam e 
involved in an a l ie n a t io n w ith some 
of its m em bers. 
Th-'.v started after 
him and he drew a revolver, firing into 
¡he crowd. 


H enry G etterm an. a young butcher, 
fell m ortally 
wounded 
and expired 
w ithin a few m inute 
The negro fled 
but was caught by officers w ithin a 
block of the scene ami hurried to the 
police station with the mob in hot 
pursuu, tem porarily A verted from their 
m arch to the county jail. 


The officers w ith their prisoner took 
refuge in the city building, b arricad ­ 
ing them selves behind the doors of one 
o f the offices. 


They could not c lv k the mob. how ­ 
ever, for it secured a long pole and 
battered down a section of the wall 
and the door, both of which were frail. 
On account of the overw helm ing num ­ 
bers of the mob it was useless for the 
officers to resist. The negro was seized 
and rushed to the :-pot w here he had 
shot G etterm an. 
it was the w ork of 
ah in stan t to throw a rope around his 
neck and sw ing him to a telephone 
pole. 
A fter his life had been slowly 
strangled out, he was 
left nanging 
while the mob proceeded to the county 
jail. 
A fter going a short distance, 
however, the mob < hanged its mind, 
faced about and returning to the scene

M ayfield’s body 
down. 
They rushed it to the public 
square, built a bontiie. and after hack ­ 
ing the body to pieces w ith knives, 
pitched it into the midst of the flames.

A Fearless Sheriff. 


The sheriff and his deputies had ex­ 
pected an attack and m ade a strong 
stand.

Finally they charged

SUCCESSFUL TEST OF 


BATTLESHIP EJSAIbSARGE. 


By Associated Press. 


B ar H arbor, Me., July 26.—The U nited 
S tates battleship K earsarge arrived at 
B ar H arbor a t 5:42 p. m. and dropped 
anchor in the upper harbor a t 6:13. All 
day the shore path had been thronged 
w ith people anxiously 
w atching 
the 
eastern horizon for the first glim pse of 
the fam ous ship, but it w as not until 
5 o'clock th a t her im m ense hull ap* 
peared out of the m ist in the east. Com­ 
ing full speed the ship entered the h a r­ 
bor and passed the other ships of the 
squadron a t anchor, then proceeding to 
the upper harbor, w here the battleship 
Illinois, w ith A dm iral B arker on board, 
w as anchored. A fter the usual form ali­ 
ty the representative of the Associated 
P ress w as received on board and was 
the first to greet C aptain 
Hemphill, 
who expressed surprise th a t their trip 
should be of interest to others outside 
of the navy departm ent. 
H e said: 


‘‘We left the Needles a t 1:25 p. m. on 
Friday, Ju ly 17, and 
reached 
M ount 
D esert rock a t 12:30 today, covering the 
distance of 2,900 miles in nine days 
four and one-fourth hours, an average 
speed Of 13.16 miles an hour.” 


The highest speed attain ed w as a lit­ 
tle over 15 knots an hour and the slow­ 
est w as 10. Three tim es during the trip 
the ship w as slowed down, once on ac­ 
count of being in the vicinity of an ice­ 
berg and twice on account of a very 
thick fog. H ead winds and thick w eath­ 
er retarded the speed of the ship and 
under favorable conditions she would 
have covered the distance in less than 
nine days. C aptain H em phill says th at 
he could s ta rt on a return trip a t once 
and beat the record m ade on this voy­ 
age. 


Since the K earsarge left New York 
53 days ago she has visited Germany, 
D enm ark and E ngland, has steam ed 
8,200 miles, has been a t sea 24 days and 
in port 29 days, and during all this 
tim e there has not been a single acci­ 
dent to the m achinery, or a stop of 
any kind. She is ready for action. 


W hen she left Portsm outl^she carried 
1,640 tons of coal. 
She 
now has on 
board 410 tons, consum ing 1,230 tons on 
the voyage, an average of 135 tons daily. 
As her coal carrying capacity is but 
1,591 tons, some coal was taken on 
deck. 


The trip of tbe K earsarge has dem on­ 
strated th a t a ship of 
her 
class can 
m aintain an average speed of over 13 
knots on a long voyage w ithout injury 
to her m achinery: th at her coal-carry­ 
ing capacity is adequate for a trip of 
4,000 miles under full speed; th at in 
tim e of w ar ships of her class can cross 
the ocean and engage an enemy a t 
once; th a t the K earsarge is one of the 
m ost perfect ships in the world and 
fully equal to any emergency. 


C aptain Hemphill and his officers are 
very enthusiastic over the way in which 
they have been entertained while in 
foreign w aters. 
Everyw here the S tars 
and Stripes was cheered as the K ear­ 
sarge moved in and 
out of port. 
A 
big crowd w atched her departure from 
P ortsm outh as she started on the voy­ 
age th a t has ended so successfully. . 


C aptain Hemphill will not give out 
the details of dally runs, etc., until he 
has m ade his report to the navy de­ 
partm ent. 
The K earsarge will leave 
this port tomorrow m orning a t 5 o’clock 
and proceed to the coaling station a t 
Lamoine, where she will fill her bunkers 
preparatory to 
participating 
in 
the 
naval m aneuvers which begin A ugust 3. 


By Associated Press. 


W ashington. July 26.—A great deal of 
interest w as taken by naval officers in 
W ashington in the run of the K earsarge 
from Portsm outh to Frenchm an’s Bay. 
It was estim ated before the vessel left 
England th a t w ith good w eather she 
would m ake the run across the ocean 
within 10 days and this prediction has 
been verified. E stim ating th a t she tra v ­ 
eled about 3,000 miles, the speed of the 
K earsarge would average approxim ate­ 
ly between 13 1-10 and 13J4 knots per 
hour. 
W hile the ru n the vessel ju st 
m ade is not a t all rem arkahle, yet it is 
very satisfactory for a heavy b attle­ 
ship and indicates the engines were in 
good condition. 


A dm iral Taylor, chief of the bureau of 
navigation, speaking about the voyage 
tonight, said: 


“There w as no test of m axim um speed 
possible b u t only a te st of the speed 
running, all boilers. I t'is custom ary in 
ordinary cruising to use only about two- 
thirds or thfee-fourths of the full boiler 
power of the ship. , All the boiler^ are 
ysed w hen it is.desired to m ake a better 
speed' and- sustain it to r a long period;

The recent issue of the Walnut Val­ 
ley Times, published in Eldorado, Kan., 
contains 
the 
following appreciative 
notice about the enterprises of Gen­ 
eral William J. Palmer of this city af 
Wagon Wheel Gap. The notice is from 
the pen of Alvah Sheldon, the editor 
of the Times, and is as follows: 
9 
“Wagon Wheel Gap is 300 mileB from 
Denver, within 10 miles of the end of 
the railroad line. 
The Gap itself is 
a very narrow defile in the mountains 
where in early day General Fremont 
was ambuscaded by Indians and was 
unable to pass through the Gap ex­ 
cept with pack animals; and from the 
number of wheels from his abandoned 
government wagons found in the Gap 
afterwards, the place takes Its name. 
General Palmer, who has done so much 
toward beautifying the Garden of the 
Gods and other places in ^nd^ about 
Colorado Springs, owns a large tract 


of land in the little valley directly 
south of the Gap. There he has erected 
a magnificent hotel, not a large nor 
imposing structure but a neat hostelry 
that appeals to the tourist from the 
time he first gets a view of it. Sev­ 
eral cottages, an amusement hall for 
music, cards, dancing, etc., and a com­ 
modious bath house are the buildings 
in the valley which appear from the 
hgtel to be entirely surrounded by 
mountains. 


“Wonderful mineral springs add at­ 
tractiveness to the place. One of them, 
the largest, is eight feet wide and 12 
long, and the water comes out of the 
ground at a temperature of 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
The 
second 
spring is 
small, bubbling, cold, about a foot in 
diameter, and gives out a strong odor 
of sulpBureted hydrogen. 
The third 
spring is situated some distance from 
the other two at the foot of a hill; it 
bubbles continually and is of a tem­ 
perature of 1*0 degrees Fahrenheit 


The spring is about three feet wide and 
the same in length. 
It is called the 
soda spring. The water from the larg­ 
est spring supplies the bath house, 
which is pranged with plunges, show­ 
ers and tubs. The baths are delightful, 
invigorating and greatly beneficial, es­ 
pecially in cases of rheumatism. 


“The Hot Springs hotel is about a 
mile from the Rio Grande river. Goose 
creek, a .tributary of the river, runs 
right in front of the hotel and affords 
fine fishing although most of the big 
ones are taken from the main river. 
Other game Is plentiful in season. We 
saw several deer and antelope on the 
mountains within a short distance of 
the hotel., Altogether the place is one 
of the moet delightful and charming 
spots in the Rocky mountains. 
The 
Hot Springs- hotel is under manage­ 
ment of J: Bnssert, formerly steward of 
the Antlers ¿at Colorado Springs, and 
the servicers all that could be de- 
sire a :’',' ¿ 
.

acted upon the suggestion. W estern school 
m a'am s by the hundred took their first 
dip in salt w ater this week, and seemed 
to enjoy it. 
They w ent in parties and 
they w ere bright, breezy, unconventional 
parties very different from those usually 
seen there, although R evere beach is an y . 
thing but a P uritanical resort. Tha w est­ 
erners, however, took m ore kindly to the 
cam era than Boston girls do. 


The teachers w ere m ore num erous a t the 
am usem ent resorts tlian anyw here else, 
even in the m ost historic spots of B<$3ton, 
and a t all tim es a woful lack of m ale es­ 
corts w as noticeable. 
A t the beaches, on 
the Charles river, w here hundreds of them 
w ent canoeing every day, there w ere a l­ 
w ays a t least six women to one m an, anil 
the escorts were sadly overw orked. M at­ 
ters became so desp erate a t tim es that 
on the Charles riv e r one lone m an would 
be obliged to paddle a heavily loaded ca­ 
noe, with, tw o or th ree others, all filled 
w ith w hite shirtw aisted teachers, fn tow. 


The women visitors astonished Boston 
in a num ber of instances, one of th e m ost 
rem arkable sights being on th e opfning 
night of the convention, when M echanics 
hall w as filled o u t Into the streets, som e­ 
thing like 17.000 being jam m ed w ithin the 
w alls and thousands m ore turned aw ay 
A fter the first rush, and w hen the «eats 
w ere all filled, about 300 women managed 
to get in, and being unable to 
obtain 
chairs sat on the floor in an open space 
to the rig h t of th e auditorium . Bostonians 
stood a g h a s t B u t th e m ost rem arkable 
thing about th is m eeting w as the quick­ 


ness 
w ith 
w hich th e curiosity of th a 
throng w as satisfied. Less th a n an hour 
after the proceedings 
had 
’begun—long 
enough for the visitors to get a glim pse 
of Dr. E liot and others th ey had “ heard 
so m uch ab o u t”—the speakers w ere ta lk ­ 
ing to em pty seats, and a t tim es had to 
pause in th eir rem ark s w hile hundreds 
left th e hall. 
This condition of affairs 
prevailed m ost of the week. W hile there 
were ab o u t 30,000 visitors registered, 
a 
m eeting a t w hich there w ere 2,000 w aa 
considered large. 
It w as sightseeing all 
the tim e, day and night, and there has 
not been so m uch of it in Boston since 
the 
C hristian 
E ndeavorers 
w ere 
here 
about eight years ago. N o m atter w here 
■one w ent in Boston th ere were 
school 
teachers, m ostly women. The 
C harles­ 
tow n navy yard, the school ship and the 
docks w ere b rig h t w ith w hite shirt w aists; 
interior of th e B unker Hill m onum ent w as 
clogged w ith them h alf the tim e; th e old 
N orth church had the largest congrega­ 
tions In a decade, and Copp's hill, the Old 
G ran ary 
an d 
K in g 's chapel burying 
grounds showed m ore life th an they have 
for years. 
T he teachers w ere so busy 
seeing things th a t they did not have tim e 
to read ab o u t them. 


A lthough th e Boston papers added moro 
pages and devoted alm ost th eir entire 
space to innum erable and lengthy dis­ 
courses on the proper 
m ethods of in­ 
stru ctin g th*3 young idea in his different 
stages of developm ent, th ere Is little to 
show th at the visitors w ere at all inter­ 
ested In the display of enterprise. 
Circu­ 
lations failed to boom even in the vicinity 
of Copley square. The headquarters w ere 
ti.W principally as a place to register and 
make assu ran ce doubly sure about retu rn 
tickets.—(New Y ork H erald.

I am not an alarm ist, 
but when I see hundreds of thousands of ignorant for­ 
eigners so com ing into our g reat cities every year 
i think I can realize in some degree the danger th at 
will come from their discontent ■ and dissatisfaction 
when there are no wages to be earned.” 
Undoubtedly the problem of assim ilating this great 
influx of men and women of foreign birth and of giving 
them employment and of acquainting them w ith the prin­ 
ciples of our form of governm ent is one of the m ost seri­ 
ous questions which confronts the people of the land to­ 
day.

H E QUESTIO N which has agitated m any a W all 
Street speculator as well as outside buyer during 
the itc e n t heavy decline is: “ W here do all these 
stocks go to ?” 
F or it is very clear th at if there are sell­ 
ers—as there have been in great abundance during the 
last few m onths—there m ust also be buyers. 
If a man 
sells 10,(U) shares of railw ay or steel stock, someone else 
buys it, and it is reasonably certain th at a man who deals 
in stocks would not continue to buy on a constantly de­ 
clining m arket. 


The only solution, therefore, appears 
to 
be 
th at 
goodly proportion of these stocks w hich are being dis­ 
posed of by w eak or scared holders is going into stronger 
hands for perm anent investm ent. 
There is alw ays, in the 
large business centers, a certain class of strong, su b stan ­ 
tial men who have idle m oney w aiting until prices get 
“ rig h t,” and who buy to lay aw ay; who buy, in short, 
w hen othcis w ant to sell. 
Some of these men do not go 
into stocks a h alf a dozen tim es in the year, but they 
bide their tim e and m ake good money out of it.

AS TO THE EIGHT HOVR DAY 


The proposed eight-hour day for con­ 
tractors, for which legislation has long 
been pending In congress, is the subject 
of an investigation by the governm ent 
bureau of labor which prom ises some 
interesting results. 
The claim is made 
th at w here the hours of labor have 
been reduced w ithout a reduction of pay 
for the d ay's w ork there has been no 
loss. 
The product from the sam e force 
is said to have increased by the' hour, 
so th at as m uch w as produced in eight 
hours as w as form erly produced in 10 
flours. 


There is a dispute on this point and 
all 
the 
inform ation possible 
will be 
brought together 
to shed 
light on it. 
B ut some of the argum ents in favor of 
a shorter day have included statem ents 
th a t more men would be employed a t 
the sam e daily rates of wages, which is 
contradictory to the other argum ent. 
The proposed law would not have the 
sam e effect in 
all em ploym ents. 
If 
workm en m ade use of ex tra hours of 
leisure in rest and 
relaxation 
they 
could undoubtedly w ork more rapidly 
when at work. B ut m anufacturers point 
to the fact th a t m uch of the work done 
in mills is th a t of attending to m a­ 
chinery, which is run a t its full capaci­ 
ty. 
As it would not be practicable to 
run the p lan t a t a higher speed a re­ 
duction 
of hours 
m ust 
necessarily 
m ean a reduction in product. 


In E ngland labor unions, as a rule, 
fix upon a given am ount of product as 
the m axim um lim it of a day's work. 
T hat is to some extent true of this 
country. 
A reduction in the hours of 
labor would not be a gain w here such 
rules prevail. 
The coal operators have 
been charged w ith restricting the daily 
output in order to m aintain the price 
of coal. 
Such regulations as those are 
unfair, and if any pow-er exists to can­ 
cel them th a t should be done. 
An in­ 
vestigation of this subject, if m ade by 
unbiased men, would be interesting and 
Instructive. The inform ation to be g a th ­ 
ered in this country and Europe wijl be 
given voluntarily, and while it may 
throw light on the subject it can h ard ­ 
ly be conclusive. 


The bill th a t congress has been con­ 
sidering and which is to be introduced 
again Is not a general m easure. 
There 
is an eight-hour law now which applies 
to nearly all men employed by the gov­ 
ernm ent. B ut it is proposed by the new 
m easure to compel all contractors for 
governm ent, w ork to 
carry 
on th at 
work under the eight-hour law. It is to 
a large extent an im practicable m eas­ 
ure. as a firm taking a governm ent 
contract, which 
would 
form only a 
sm all p art of its regular work, could 
not very well employ a p art of its men 
a t eight hours and the rem ainder at 
nine or 10 hours. 
M any things used 
in filling the contract would be made 


in connection with like a r tic le s not ustd 
on governm ent work. 
If th is were not 
done it would largely in c re a s e th- cost 
of the governm ent w o r k ; alth o u g h tha 
would inevitably be in c re a s e d consid­ 
erably in cost as a result o f sa,-h a law. 
Com petition w ith other co rp o r ¡tions not 
operating under 
an 
e ig h t-h o u r 
would interfere w ith a firm w hich might 
have as a p a rt of its business govern­ 
m ent work.

deemed and retired, the silver also dis­ 
posed of, and nothing but gold and gold 
certificates used as bank reserves.” 


Not m any years ago a suggestion of 
th ’s sort from any prom inent mem ber 
of an A m erican adm inistration would 
have very nearly proved fatal to It. 
There has m eantim e been a great modi­ 
fication of public opinion regarding gold, 
the gold standard and the money ques­ 
tion generally;—significant of which is 
the fact th a t the controller of the cu r­ 
rency can publicly advise such a step 
w ithout raising a storm . 
B ut it is idle 
talk even now, and neither this nor the 
succeeding adm inistration will commit 
Itself to any such movement.

391,769, or 35 per cent, sm aller by reason 
of the greenback and silver destruction. 
If the silver should be sold for gold, 
and the gold turned into the circulation, 
there would be an offsetting addition of 
som ething over $200,000,000, providing 
the price of silver rem ained as now, but 
the appearance of the U nited States 
governm ent as a seller of its immense 
stock of silver would knock the bottom 
out of the silver m arket, so th at it is 
doubtful if the governm ent would real­ 
ize more than 25 cents on the dollar for 
Its standard silver coins. The reduction

J think th a t a certain prejudice which 
now undoubtedly exists against the choice 
of a monk for the papal throne m ay prove 
an obstacle In the w ay of Cardinal G otti’s 
election; but this

opinion, and one which it is to be hoped 
will prove to be m istaken.—(F. M urray 
Craw ford in E verybody's Magazine.

in collectin g the dust 
and fine particles of rich ore that have 
h eretofore been lost under the old m ethod 
of handling the m ine's product. 
Under 
the new arrangem ent, tlie ore is received 
into a hopper th at feeds it into a large 
cylinder, the sid es of w hich are perforated 
w ith half-inch holes. 
T his shell is kept 
con stan tly in revolution and as the ore 
goes tum bling to and fro. the screenings 
drop through the holes into a receivin g 
bin of 100 tons capacity and later to be 
loaded directly through the chutes into 
ore cars on the railroad tracks below. 


The coarse rock is passed through the 
w asher, which is sim ply am niier cylinder 
six feet in diam eter and 18 feet long, half 
subm erged in w ater. 
The ore is rotated 
and tum H ^s to and fro, effectin g a com ­ 
plete w ashing of every particle of rock. 
The slim es are later collected’ and dried 
and shipped to the m ills to be treated. 


T he M ary M cK inney com pany h as m ade 
som e im portant additions to its ore bins, 
in creasin g their cap acity jo 250 tons a day.

m inng ground. W here possible it m ust be 
a rectangle. 100 m eters by 100 meters, but 
in any case m ust contain 10,000 square 
m eters. It is bounded by vertical planes. 
It Is the sm allest area which m ay be lo­ 
cated on ground not already limited by 
surrounding locatioas. 
The possession of 
a pertenencia gives no right to th e sur­ 
face ground within its boundaries. 
An 
annual paym ent of $10 M exican currency, 
payable to the federal governm ent, is re­ 
quired to hold each pertenencia. 


M ining property in Mexico differs from 
th a t in the 
United 
States, 
in th a t a 
U nited S tates patent gives absolute per­ 
petual possession, while a M exican title 
to a pertenencia Is simply a lease of the 
underground, which is forfeitable three 
m onths a fte r failure to pay rent.—(M iner 
and M anufacturer.

STILL ON THE TRAIL 


FLEEING CALIFORNIA CONVICTS 


* 3By Associated Press. 


Sacram ento, Calif., July 29.—Captain 
Swissler, who is in the field in com- 
inand of the Placervllie company of 
Snllitla, arrived a t Lotus this afternoon 
an d gave an interview to the 
Sacra­ 
m ento Union, by m eans of the long dis­ 
tance telephone. Captain Swissler said: 


"W e have not seen any of the con­ 
victs, though the scouts have discov­ 
ered traces of them as they are m ak­ 
ing their way through the country. The 
country is so rough and hard th a t they 
m ake scarcely any trail except at their 
Stopping place. 
The scouts have been 
jn all directions of the country in this 
neighborhood and from the signs they 
have discovered we have hope of Id­ 
eating them. 
.. “F or a time it is evident that the 
eonvicts kept together, but the tracks 
now indicate they have split up into a t 
least three bands, though 
'hey 
m ay 
come together later on. 
As near as 
we can m ake out the men are about 


seven miles from Lotus, a r at-teast the 
main body of them are in the district 
thus indicated. There are still 11 of the 
convicts in these m ountains somewljere. 
It seems to me th at the escapes cannot 
hold out m uch ldnger. for our inform a­ 
tion is th a t they have not m uch of a 
supply of provisions. 
This is an im ­ 
mense country to hunt over and it is 
rough beyond description.” 


Auburn. Calif., July 29.—W ord has 
ju st brpn received th a t the convicts, or 
at least some of them, are in the viciiv 
itv of B utcher ranch, nine miles from 
Auburn. 
It is reported th at the con­ 
victs took forcible possession of a Chi­

Lessee Peter J. H olm grain. operating 
ft portion of the underground w orkings 
p f the Moon A nchor mine, has opened 
ïv h àt appears to be the celebrated Cobb 
Vein from which the iriinlng company 
ex tracted $1,000,000 of ore. in working the 
«line to the 500-foot level some years 
ago. 
H olm grain has been running a 
cross-icut east from the 600-foot level 
a n d tw o days ago succeeded in. cutting 
th e Cobb vein. The rock is stiil coarse­ 
grained and is not hard enough to m ake 
values a t present according to P resident 
M cK innie; so th a t m ore developm ent 
w ork will have to be done before tlie 
fu ll im port of the strik e will be known.

He had 
teen mine boss during the years that 
the Moon Anchor was a bonanza, and 
when the vein was lost at 500 feet, he ! 
held to the theory that it had dipped 
suddenly to the east, and if development 
work were done in th at quarter of the 
mine the bonanza shoot w<juld probably 
he recovered. Several weeks ago Holm ­ 
grain was granted a lease and set about 
to prove his theory with most encour­ 
aging results.

R. T. M ajors of Paris. Mo., is in the 
city looking after the interests of his 
brother, John T. Majors, who died in 
Cripple Creek in 1S96.

willed a valuable one-third interest in 
the L antitia and Little Giant claims on 
Raven hill, to Mr. M ajors and his sis­ 
ter. 
The deceased M ajors was one of 
the early •‘'ripple Creek ‘ prospectors, 
and was am ong those who first locat­ 
ed property on Raven hill, in the course 
of which he, with Robert Maloy, locat­ 
ed the L antitia and Little Giant. 
On 
his death he willed his m ining interests 
to his brother and sister, who. however, 
never did m uch with them, nor ap p ar­ 
ently paid m uch attention to them until 
recently. 
_ It develops, according to the story of 
R. T. M ajors, th a t M aloy patented the 
entire property in 1901 in his own name, 
and later assigned his possessions to 
the M orning Glory Gold M ining com­ 
pany. 
Maloy claims th at he posted a 
forfeiture notice against the M ajors’ in­ 
terests. claim ing that he. Maloy, was 
compelled to put up for the entire p a t­ 
ent work, and so inform ed the heirs of 
the 
deceased 
M ajors. 
The 
M orning 
Glory com pany is ow ner of the two 
claims, and now R. T. M ajors is in the 
city having instituted su it against the 
company fpr an undivided one-third in­ 
terest in the claims, asserting th at M a­ 
loy did not inform the proper' people as 
to his intention to patent the claims.

SCORE OF LIVES LOST IN 


EXPLOSION NEAR LOWELL 


By Associated Press. 


Lowell, Mass.,. July 
29.—Two small 


gunpowder magazines situated. in the 
very midst of the humble residences of 
50 mill operatives exploded today with 
a frightful concussion and the resultant 
wave of death cut off the lives of more 
than afscore of human beings and In- 
jured, nearly 50 others. 
Half a dozen 


men who were loading kegs of powder 
from one of the magazines were blown 
to pieces; four boys, 200 yards away, 
were killed by the force of the explci- 
s'ion and 1* frame houses within a radi- 
us of 400 yards, went down as If they 
had been built of cards. Seven of these 
houses Immediately caught fire, prob- 
ably from the kitchen stoves and were 
eompletely consumed. 
At least three 


persons were caught in the ruins and 
burned to dealh, while seven or eight 
others who were rescued died subse- 
quently of their Injuries. 
It is esti- 


mated that 70 separate pieces of prop- 
erty, including those already mentioned, 
were destroyed while the force of the 
explosion wrecked windows for five or 
six miles around and its thunder could 
be heard distinctly more than 50 miles 
away.

convicts who escaped from the state 
penitentiary at Folsom, yesterday, 12 
are -still at large. Joe Murphy, who 
•was serving a 14-ypar sentence for rob- 
bery was shot dead last night at Pilot 
Hill. 


S. M. Gordon, the reported leader of 


the gang, who had been sentenced to 
45 years for robbery, deserted his fol- 
lowers soon after they left the prison. 
He is heavily armed and it is not known 
In which direction he sought safety. A 
negro convict named Seavls, who was 
'reported wounded in the first encounter 
with the officers, appears to have not 
been injured. 
The 11 outlaws who remain together 
are 
making for the Sierra 
Nevada 
'mountains. They are closely pursued 
by the sheriffs of Sacramento, Eldorado 
and Placer counties, each backed by 
numerous deputies and assisted by a 
company of militia. About 20 guards 
from the Folsom prison are also en- 
gaged in the chase. It is believed that 
the fugitives will soon be surrounded 
and a desperate battle is anticipated 
as all are heavily armed. 
The work-of the pursuingjposse has 
been rendered less difficult than was

The four 
little boys were ca.ught In the center of 
this path, and three were instantly 
killed, the body of one of them being 
frightfully mutilated, the head being 
completely blown off. The fourth was 
alive when he was discovered by the 
police and firemen but did not long 
survive.

William Lloyd, secretary of the Strat- 
ton Cripple Creek Mining and Develop- 
ment company, .said yesterday: "We 
have not even begun the work of leas- 
ing the Bull hill estate and will not In 
all probability for some time.

artful natures. 
A 
schooling of that length, a training of 
that sort has fitted him peculiarly for 
the work of detecting erlme. Atkinson 
has known that Duff and his gang have 
for years ridden up and down on the 
trains In and out of this city, robbing 
those who come here as visitors. He 
has known that for all these years Duff 
has trampled under foot the laws of 
this city and of this state. Yet, not-- 
withstanding all this, 
Atkinson ad- 


mitted that he and 
Duff 
were on 
friendly terms and that when he saw 
him at Colorado City and made him dig 
up the money, he was perfectly friendly 
with him, as friendly as though Duff 
had never been guilty of a crime. 
"What does the defense ask of you 
in this case, gentlemen? 'They ask you 
to put your seal of approval on this 
sort of conduct, to send these defend- 
ants out of this court room and thus 
ratify their agreement with Duff and 
his gang. Such a verdict would not only 
Increase the crime in the office of the 
chief of police; it would give new life 
to the Duff gang, and conscious of the 
fact that their agreement with the po- 
lice had been confirmed at the hands 
of a Jury, there would be no end to the 
depredations they would commit. 


As to -Consequences. 
"The other side has talked very much 
about the consequences of a verdict of 
.guilty, but you are sworn to follow the 
evidence, whatever the consequences. 
If the argument of the defense were to 
be adopted, there would be no such 
thing 
securing a verdict in a case 


where the attorney for the defense saw 
fit to talk about the awful consequences 
of a verdict of guilty. Like the Roman 
senator, who pronounced the death sen-

There exists among the attendants a .kind 
of secret understanding which has the in- 
fluence of restraining one attendant from 
Informing the superintendent or .other su- 
perior officers of misconduct and abuses 
on the part of, other attendants toward 
the patients.

New York, July 25.—New York had 


no costlier or more characteristic monu- 
ment to its progress In the acquisition 
of vast wealth and in the art of living 
orr a splendid scale than a few blocks 
In Fifth avenue, facing Central park. 


This half mile of houses is not marred 


by a single mean or absurd structure. 


Everything- is in harmony. In good 


taste, and for the most part In the 
very best taste. None of these build- 
ings is known, or could be known, as 
anyone's "folly.'- 


These structures, some 30 In number, 
are the homes of some of the might- 
iest millionaires in the world. The vast 
wealth, of the men and women who live 
in. these palaces is so great that the 
owners themselves do not know Its ex- 
act extent. 


A man hardly known to his fellow cit- 
izens even by name died a few years 
ago in this city. He was a member of a 
banking house, the title of which did 
not Include his own name. Wall street 
knew him as being a member of the 
great firm, but even Wall street credit- 
ed him with being worth only one or 
two millions. And Wall street usually 
grossly overestimates a man's fortune. 
Yet when the accounts of this man's 
estate were made up his possessions 
were shown to be upward of 20 millions. 
He was a quiet, unassuming man, with 
a modest house in Fifth avenue, who 
led a quiet family life and attracted'so 
little attention In his goings and com- 
ings that only a few of the multitudes 
of New Yorkers knew him. In the space 
of a.few years of life he had amassed 
his vast fortune. 


If this little known banker could so 
surprise his .own city by the great value 
of his possessions, what is one to ex- 
pect of men who are daily under the 
searchlight of 
public criticism 
and 
comment; whose every line of action is 
the.subject of investigation to see where 
It leads and whither it tends, and who 
yet are constantly surprising not only 
he public but their friends and Inti- 
mates by the revelation of new enter- 
rises? 
And these giants of finance It Is who 
re living their daily life in the beau- 
ful but unpretentious half mile which 
he Herald pictures today. 
In the half mile we have a:ll kinds o£ 
oiises, four and five stories high. There 
s the American basement, the 
high 
toop, arid a cross between the two; 
ousfes with bay windows to the roof, 
o the third story, or none at all; 
ouses of brick and brownstone, pre- 
ominant In New York two genera- 
ons; ago; of limestone, sandstone and 
ranlte; Louses with elaborate-carv- 
ngs and as plain In exterior as art 
an make a fine house. 
So these dwellings, too, are of all 
izes—25 feet wide and a hundre'd feet 
eep, the smallest, to those covering 
more than half a.block front. The small- 
r of these residences have accommo- 
ations for six or seven servants, which 
Ives an idea of the number of other 


persons living in them, and the larger 
tor 30 to 40 servants, with spacious din- 
ing: halls and sitting rooms for their 
use.

SUCCESSFUL TEST OF

BATTLESHIP KEABSABGE.

Bar Harbor, Me., July 28.—The United 
States battleship Kearsarge arrived at 
Bar Harbor at 6:42 p. m. and dropped 
anchor in the upper harbor at. 6:13. All 
day the shore ipath had .been thronged 
with people anxiously Watching the 
eastern horizon for the first glimpse, of 
the famous ship, but it was; riot until 
5 o'clock that her Immense hull ap« 
peared out of the mist In the east. Com- 
ing, full speed the ship entered the bar- 
bor. and passed the other ships of the 
squadron at anchor, then proceeding to 
the upper'harbor, where, the battleship 
Illinois, with A^rnlral Barker on board, 
was anchored. After the-usual formali- 
ty the representative of the Associated 
Press was received on board and was 
the first to greet Captain Hehiphill, 
who, expressed surprise that their trip 
should be of interest to others' outside 
of ,the navy department.-sHe said: 


"We left the Needles -at-1:25 P. m. on 
Friday, July: 17, and rea.ched Mount 
Desert rock at 12:30 today,", covering the 
distance of 2,900 miles in -nine days 
four 'and one-fourth hours,- an average 
speed 6f 13.16 miles an hour." * 
The highest speed attained was a lit- 
tle over 15 knots an hour and the slow-

Whistler in Washington. 


There is one phase In the life of the 


lato James Abbott McNeill Whistler, 
the famous etcher, • which 
Is little 


known. His departmental life In Wash- 
ington Is interesting as showing the 
Incidents, that-shaped his career. He 
was an employe of the coast and geo- 
.detic survey, at that time'known as 
tha coast' survey. His life with his 


father while the latter was engaged 
on the construction of a railroad from 
St. Petersburg to Moscow, gave him a 
taste for Bohemian life, which deep- 
ened while he was at West Point. His 
drawing at that time was more re- 
markable for Its eccentricity than Its 
perfection, though It was never faulty. 
He would draw a shadow first, and then 
the.body,which caused the shadow, or 
he would begin with the hands and 
feet and afterwards fill in the rest 
of the subject. After failing to gradu- 
ate from West-Point, he was put to 
work drawing maps in the coast sur- 
vey. The 'work seemed hardly worth 
doing to young Whistler, and the'mar. 
gins of his maps were crowded with en- 
^a-vlrigs of.queeo characters he had 
met in his travels. Neither did it seem 
to him a matter of great moment that 
he. should appear at 9 o'clock and work 
six days a week. General Benharn, his 
chief, resorted to strategem to remind 
h'lm that the government demanded his 
services In working hours on working 
days. A serious, methodical 
German 


youth was detailed to-call for Whistler 
every morning In time to get him to 
office; but the young artist refused to 
be cajoled1 by the friendly attentions of 
the German, though he succeeded in 
keeping the latter until a late hour sev- 
eral mornings, initiating him into the 
mysteries of coffee making and per- 
suading him orthe luxury of late break- 
fasts. Six months was enough of gov- 
ernment work to satisfy Mr. Whistler 
that map engraving was not to his 
liking. 


His disregard for punctuality clung 


to him always. An art collector vis- 
iting Paris wrote the artist that h« 
would call upon him at 4:30 p. m. Whis- 
tler politely replied that he had never 
In his life been able to keep an ap- 
pointment promptly at 4:30 p. m. 


Were Posthumous Prices.

The recent Issue of the Walnut Val- 


ley Times, published In Eldorado, Kan., 
contains the

notice about'the enterprises ot Gen- 
eral William J. Palmer ot this city af 
Wagon Wheel Gap. The notice is from 
the pen of Alvah Sheldon, the editor 
of the Times/and Is as follows:

"Wagon Wheel Gap is 300 miles from 


Denver, within 10 miles of the end of 
the railroad Una The Gap itself is 
a very1 narrow, defile, in the mountains 
where In early day' General Fremont 
was 'ambuscaded by Indians and was 
unable to pass through the Gap ex- 
cept with pack animals; and from the 
number ot wheels from his abandoned 
government wagons found in the Gap 
afterwards, the. place takes its name. 
General Palmer, who has done so much 
toward beautifying the. Garden of'the 
Gods and other places in and* about 
9olgraOo; ;f|prings, owns a; large-tract 


of land in the little valley . directly ] 
south of the Gap. There he has erected 
a .magnificent hotel, not a large nor 
imposing structure but a neat hostelry 
that appeals to the tourist from the 
time'he first gets a -view'of it. Sev- 
eral cottages, an amusement hall tor 
music, cards, dancing, etc., and a com- 
modious bath house are the buildings 
in the valley which appear from the 
hotel to be .entirely surrounded by 
mountains. 


"Wonderful mineral springs add at- 
tractiveness to the place. One of them, 
the. largest, is eight feet wide and ia 
long, and the water comes-out of the 
ground at a temperature of ISO degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
The second spring is 
small, bubbling, cold, -about a' foot in 
diameter,- and gives out a'strong odor 
of sulpnureted hydrogen. The third 
spring Is situated some distance from 
the other two at the foot of, a hill; it 
bubbles continually and is;of a tem- 
perature of 1*0 degrees 'Fahrenheit. 


The. spring-is about three feet wide and 
the same -In. length. It is called the 
soda spring. The water from the larg- 
est spring supplies the bath house, 
which is^ran'ged with plunges, show- 
ers and tiibs. The baths are delightful, 
Invigorating and greatly beneficial, es- 
pecially in cases, of rheumatism. 
"The Hot Springs hotel is about a 


mile from 'the Bib Grande river. Goose 
creek,, a .tributary of the river, -runs 
right in front of the hotel and affords 
fine fishing although most of the big 
ones are w taken from the main river. 
Other game is plentiful in season. We 
gaw several; .deer and antelope on the 
mountains-Wjthin. a short distance of 
the. hotel, y Altogether the place is one 
of 'the most .delightful and -charming 
spots in the1 Rocky mountains. The 
Hot Springs,, hotel is under manage- 
ment ot J.'Bi^ssert, formerly steward of 
the ;AntJers #t Colorado Springs, and 
the servvW?./;iB all that; could'be de- 


few publicly contrasted it with the hearti- 
ness of the welcome extended by those 
who had met them upon their arrival 
In the city. At several of these "recep- 
tions southern women wera surprised to 
find negroes among the guests, and they 
made their visits very short In conse- 
quence. These social events did not find 
much favor with the teachers. At some of 
them, where as many as 300 invitations 
were sent out, not more than a third;

Months ago, when', the local committee 
was making its plans, Dr. Eliot suggested 
that the westerners be taken- down to 
Revere beach and given a bath, and it 
seemed as if thousands of them bad 
acted upon the suggestion. Western school 
ma'ams by the hundred took their first 
dip In salt water this week, and .seemed 
to enjoy it. They went in parties and 
they were bright, breezy, unconventional 
parties very different from tho.se usually 
seen there, although Revere beach.is any- 
thing but a Puritanical resort. The west- 
erners, however, took more kindly to the 
camera than Boston girls do. 


The teachers were more numerous at the 


amusement resorts tftan anywhere else, 
even In the most historic spots of Boston, 
and at all times a woful lack of male es- 
corts was noticeable. At the 'beaches, on 
the Charles river, where hundreds of them 
went canoeing every. day, there were al- 
ways at least six women to one man, and 
the escorts were sadly overworked. Mat- 
ters became so desperata • at times that 
on the Charles river one lone man would 
be'obliged to paddle a heavily loaded ca- 
noe, with, two or three others, all filled 
with white shlrtwalsted teachers, tn tow. 


The women visitors astonished Boston 


in a number of Instances, one of the most 
remarkable sights being on the optnlng 
night of the convention, when M«chd>nlcs 
hall was filled- out Into the streets, 'some 
thing like 17,000 being jammed within the 
walls and thousands more turned away. 
After the first rush, and when tha seats 
were all filled, about 300 women managed 
to get in, and being unable to obtain 
chairs sat on the floor In an open space 
to the right, of the auditorium. Bostonlans 
Btood aghast. But the most remarkable 
thins about this meeting was the quick- 
s' 


ness 
with which the curiosity of tha 
throng was satisfied. Less than an hour 
after the proceedings had 'begun—long 
enough for the visitors to get a glimpse 
of Dr. Eliot and others they had "heard 
so much about"—the sneakers;were talk- 
ng.to empty seats, and at times had to 
pause in their remarks while hundreds 
eft the hall. This condition of affairs 
prevailed most of the week. While there 
were about 30,000 visitors registered, 
a 


meeting at which there were 2,000 was 
considered large. It was sightseeing all 
the time, day and night, and there has 
lot been so much of it in Boston since 
he Christian Endeavorers were here 
about eight years ago. No matter where 
one went In Boston there were school 
ieachers, mostly women. The Charles- 
:own navy yard, the school ship and the 
docks were bright with whlta shirt waists; 
interior of the Bunke,r Hill monument was 
clogged with them half the time; the old 
North church had the largest congrega- 
tions in a decade, and Copp's hill, the Old 
Iranary 
and' 
King's chapel burying 


grounds showed more life than they have 
for years. The teachers were so busy 
seeing things that they did not have time 
to read about them. 


Although tha Boston papers added moro . 
pages and devoted almost their entire 
space to innumerable and lengthy dis- 
courses on the proper methods of in- 
structing the young Idea In his different 
stages ot development, there Is little to 
show that the visitors were at all inter- 
ested In the display o£ enterprise. Circu- 
lations failed to boom even In the vicinity 
of Copley square. -.The headquarters were 
used principally as a place to register and 
make assurance doubly sure about return 
tickets.—(New York Herald.

trust makers, and they are friendly with him. He is 
especially active, also,'as a protectionist, and feels always 
called upon to vote, as a matter of sacred duty and privi- 
lege, for tlie tariff schedules which enhance the wealth 01 
the already heavily protected manufacturing concerns 
of the country. 


Hence, Aldricb* .would be an ideal candidate in some 


respects. He would make such a contrast to the head 
of the ticket. ^Roosevelt, trust buster and radical; .Aid- 
rich, trust maker and conservative.

THE IMMIGRATION MENACE. 


T 


HE COMMISSIONER of. immigration presents in his 


annual report figures as to past and future immigra- 
tion to this country which are little less than 


alarming. In 1902 the number of immigrants was 648,000. 
/For the 9scal year of 1903 ending June 30, the number had 
.leaped to 857,046. This is an increase on the 12 months 
.of 208,303, or a jump of 32 per cent. Even should, the rate 
fall to an Increase ,of 25 per cent., which is not likely, the 
1,000,000 mark in the flood of aliens to the United 
States shores will be .passed. 


Commissioner Sargent has recently said: 


"Immigration under present conditions 
presents 


i ' a most serious problem. No one can sit at his desk 


', 
and absorb the facts that come to us In reports with- 
out appreciating'the peril that threatens should hard 


• 
times come to this country. I am not an alarmist, 


• but when I see hundreds of thousands of ignorant for- 


i eigners so coming into our great cities every year 


• i think I'can;realize in some degree the danger that 


will come from their discontent-and dissatisfaction 
when there are no wages to be earned." 
Undoubtedly the problem of assimilating this great 


influx of men and women of foreign birth and of giving 
them employment and of acquainting them with the prin- 
ciples of our form.of government is one of the most seri- 
ous questions which confronts the people of the land to- 
day. It has been done in the past In a fairly satisfactory 
manner, Lut with,the ever-increasing tide of immigration 
and with a class «f immigration which is constantly be- 
coming cheaper, poofer and more unenlightened from year 
to year, the situation is undoubtedly becoming very grave.

sfccks go to?" For it is very clear that if there are sell- 
ers—as there have been In great abundance during the 
last few months—there must also be buyers. If a man 
sells 10,00 J shares of railway or steel stock, someone else 


. buys it, and it is reasonably certain that a man who deals 
In stocks would not continue to buy on a constantly de- 
fining market. 


The only solution, therefore, appears to be that a 


goodly proportion of these stocks which are being dis- 
.posecl of by weak or scared holders is going into stronger 
'hands for permanent investment. There Is always, in the 
large business centers, a certain class of strong, substan- 
tial, men who have'idle'money waiting until prices get 
""right," und who buy' to lay away; who buy, in short, 
when others want to" sell. Some of these men do not go 
Into stocks a half a dozen times In the year, but they 
bide their time and make good money out of it.

Senate Answers House Resolution 


The Colorado seriate yesterday adopt- 


ed the following resolution In answer 
to the charge of the house that thte 
senate, by its delay had been responsi- 
ble for the extra session. It wllj make 
interesting reading: 


"Whereas, 
The Republican majority 


in the house of representatives has seen 
fit, contrary to all precedent and cour- 
tesy, and in violation of the 'constitu- 
tion, and solely and alone for 
chief 


political purposes, in an attempt to blind 
the people of the state as to where the 
blame for this extra session belongs, in- 
troduced and passed a resolution cen- 
suring the senate for failure to pass the 
appropriation bill in time to have the 
same properly enrolled before adjourn- 
ment, declaring in said resolution that:

AS TO THE EIGHT HOUR DAY 


The proposed eight-hour day for con- 
ractors, for which legislation has, long 
been pending in congress, is the subject 
if an investigation by the government 
bureau of labor which promises some 
nterestlng results. Tl^ claim is made 
hat where. the hours of labor have' 
teen reduced without a reduction of pay 
or the day's work there has been no 
oss. The product from the same force 
s said to have increased by 'the' hour, 
so that as much was produced in eight 
.ours -'as was formerly produced in 10 
lours. 
rfThere Is a dispute on this point and 
ill- the information possible will'be 
brought together to shed light on It. 
But some of the arguments In favor of 
af.shorter day have Included- statements 
hat more men would be 'employed.' at 
he same dally rates of wages, which is 
contradictory to the other argument. 
The proposed law would not have the 
ame effect In 
all employments. If 


workmen made. use of extra hours of 
eisure in rest and 
relaxation .they 


ould undoubtedly work more rapidly 
when at work. But manufacturers point 
o the fact that much of the work done 
n mills is that of attending to ma- 
jhlnery, which Is run at its lull capacl- 
y. As it would not be practicable.to 
un the plant at a' higher speed a re- 
duction 
of hours must 
necessarily 
mean a reduction in product. 


In England labor unions, as a rule, 
fix upon a given amount of product as 
the maximum limit of a day's work. 
That is to some extent true of this 
country. A reduction in the hours of 
labor would not be a gain where such 
rules prevail. The coal operators have 
been charged with restricting the daily 
output in order to maintain the price 
of coal. Such regulations as those are 
unfair, and If any power exists to can- 
cel them that should be done.

ON RETIRING GREENBACKS AND SILVER 


At a time when Wall street Is clam- 


oring for a larger monetary circulation, 
the controller of the currency rises 
before the Georgia Bankers' associa- 
tion to remark that "as soon as It can 
be done the greenbacks should be re- 
deemed and retired, the silver also dis- 
posed of, and nothing but gold and gold 
certificates used as bank reserves." 


Not many years ago a suggestion of 


this sort from any prominent member 
of an American administration would 
have very nearly proved fatal to It. 
There has meantime been a great modi- 
fication of public opinion regarding gold, 
the gold standard and the money ques- 
tion generally;—significant of which is 
the fact that the controller of the cur- 
rency can publicly advise such a step 
without raising a storm. But it is idle 
talk even now, arid neither this nor the 
succeeding administration will commit 
itself to any such movement.

Denver, July 26.—The extra session of the state legislature which 


was called for the purpose of adopting a general appropriation bill in 
lieu of that passed at the last regular session and which was declared 
invalid by the courts, finished its work at 1 o'clock this morning and 
adjourned sine die. At that hour the bill was signed by the presiding 
officers of the senate and house and transmitted to the governor for 
signature. 


Pending action by the governor, the two houses remained In ses- 


sion but word quickly arrived from the executive chamber that the 
governor would not attach his signature to the bill until Us legality 
had first been passed upon by the attorney-general. The governor Is 
desirous of having the assurance that the bill will become a law and be 
upheld by the courts before he puts the finishing touches to it. 


The main struggle between the contending forces occurred In the 


conference committees but the points at issue were never considered so 
vital as to affect the ultimate passage of the bill. 


About an hour before adjournment Governor Peabody transmitted 


a message to both houses thanking the members for the rapidity and 
conscientiousness with which they had transacted their work and In- 
forming them that there was nothing further to be considered by 
them. This settled all doubt as to the Intentions of the governor with 
reference to issuing a supplementary call for a special session to con- 
sider tin eight-hour law. 


The appropriation bill just passed went through in practically Its 


original form, the changes involving a reduction in the grand total of 
less than $5,000.

CEREMONIES AT ST. PETER'S 


EXTRAORDINARILY IMPRESSIVE 


Rome, July 25.—St. Peter's Is pe- 


culiarly fitted to be the background of 
such a scene as that oE today. 
The 


cnld whiteness 
of her 
vast 
pillars 


showed up the bright uniforms of the 
guards, the violet robes of the clergy 
and the bier, while the nickering light 
of the candles made the funeral proces- 
sion the only visible object and ren- 
dered obscurity beyond and behind It 
more noticeable. 
-.-.After slow progress around the church 
the sad cortege arrived at the chapel 
choir, the bier being so carried 
that 


the dead pope entered head first, ac- 
cording to the ceremonial, the chapel 
from semi-pbscurity flashing into the 
brilliancy of the suddenly turned on 
electric light. Here .all those who had 
received Invitations were stopped, re- 
maining in the main part of the basilica 
behind a double line of the Swiss guards 
In their peculiar-yellow, red and black 
uniforms and armed with halberds and 
serpentine swords. Within the chapel 
was Count Camillo Peccl, a nephew of 
the late pope, wearing the red uniform 
o£ a general of the castle guards. * 


Notes of Triumph. 


In the chapel the music changed to 


notes of Joy and 
triumph 
and "in 


paradisum" rang out with telling ef- 
fect. 
From the outside the five bells rang 


their accustomed' salute to the coming 
night mingling harmoniously with the 
music of the choir. 


The scene In the chapel was most re- 


markably effective. 
The bier bearing 


the body was 
received 
by Cardinal 


Oreglla. It was placed In the center, 
backed by an altar with a beautiful 
Image of the madonna before which 
were burning four Immense candles In 
silver staffs. 
Around the two sides 


of the chapel, In the choir seats were 36 
cardinals, all wearing violet robes ex- 
cept Cardinals Gotti and Periotti, who 
wore the white mantles of their orders.

silk veil bordered with gold. Over thin 
the prefect of ceremonies spread a large 
silk veil, which covered the whole per- 
son. 
Long Eulogy Bead. 


Fire was lighted In the brazier and 


blown by a bellows, the sparks rising 
almost to the celling while Mgr. Bar- 
tollnl read for 20 minutes 
the orato 


brevls, eulogizing the dead pontiff, and 
Notary Popon, 84 years old, read out the 
burial record, a service which he per- 
formed upon the occasion of the deaths 
of Pope Gregory XVI and Pope Plus 
IX.The monslgnors of the basilica aided 
by the noble guard then laid what was 
mortal of Leo XIII. In a cypress coffin 
lined with red satin and bearing on the 
cover an Inlaid cross, the entire sacred 
college and Prince Colonna rising to 
their feet as a last tribute and sign of 
respect.

When the body had been carefully put 
in the coffin it was entirely concealed 
with the red velvet covering which be- 
fore had been on the bier.

THE ART OF DIAMOND CUTTING 


The cutting and 
polishing of dia- 


monds is an art requiring great skill 
and sound judgment. It-' Is accom- 
plished by means of steel horizontal 
wheels or plates upon which there are 
small lines or grooves radiating from 
the center. On this is placed ft paste 
of diamond dust and olive oil. The 
grinding is done by setting the diamond 
in cement, and fixing it in the proper 
position,in contact with'• the 'wheel, 
which is run at a-bout 4,000 revolutions 
per minute. Polishing is effected in 
much the same manner, but with im- 
palpable dust. It requires.weeks and 
months to cut diamonds, and in some 
Instances has required years to com- 
plete the task. All diamonds are not 
perfect as they- come from the mines. 
Some are covered with a hard, dull 
coating which must be removed. Often 
the stones are unsymmetrlcal in form, 
dislocations, flaws and spots are fre- 
quently Included, and it is the business 
of the lapidary to Judge how any par- 
ticular stone will cut to the beat ad- 
vantage. All diamonds have cleavage, 
and it is usually possible to split dia- 
monds of distorted shape, in such man- 
ner-that one or more may be obtained. 
When it is desired to split or cleave a 
stone the lapidary examines It closely, 
and experience tells him the proper 
plane upon which the delicate -feat may 
be accomplished.

A desperate fight.took place in the 
captain's office where the 
prisoners 
made -their: break. The convicts were 
armed with knives and razors, and with 
these they assaulted -Warden Wilkin- 
son'and his -officers. 
The wardens 
clothing was slashed Into shreds with a 
razor, but the blade did not touch the 


Turnkey's Brave Fight. 


C. J. Coehrane, turnkey of the prison, 


entered the office during the assault 
and seized a chair with which he made 
for the assailants ot the officers. 
He 
rained blows upon them right and left, 
but-he was felled by a knife thrust in 
the back. It Is 'thought he may 31e. 


William L. Cotter, a guard, was cut 
in the abdomen so that his entrals pro- 
truded. 
He died this afternoon. 
W. C. Chalmers was severely cut In 


the head with the razors In the hands 
of the convicts.

DECIDED IN DENVEB* 


Judge Owers In the district court of

J. P, Bran,- 
des, 'a. mining engineer of Denver who 
was suing the Manhattan Union Mining 
company of Denver, the Preston "Na'sb 
Investment company, E. J. Wilcox and 
Frank Oliver to recover $2,500'damages, 
Brandes alleging that Oliver committed 
piracy in making a report for the Man- 
hattan Union company, on .the latter's 
property. JudgefJ. A. Elston.of this 
city appeared for the defendants and 
Eaton & Borck: of' Denver for 
the

It appears that Oliver, a mining en- 


gineer, was employed to make a report 
on the property of-the Manhattan com- 
pany which adjoins.the -Waldorf prop- 
erty In the^ Georgetown mining, district. 
Brandes, it appears, bad-made a report 
on the latter some time ago, and,when 
.Oliver's report appeared In a pros- 
pectus of the, Manhattan Union' com- 
pany, the phraseology employed ,In de-

In cutting diamonds the loss from the 
original weight of the crystal varies 
greatly—from 
one-third 
,'to- three- 
fourths. It may be said' to average 
about three-fifths. 
Diamonds, occur in 
the mines in a great variety of size, 
color and form. The principal lapida- 
ries are in Holland, London, Bng., and 
Boston, Mass.

CLEAR CREEK. 


M. W. Tanner Is conducting a series 


of experiments In cyahldtng the ores 
of Gtlpln and Clear Creek counties that 
is not only interesting to the average 
newspaper man but very liable to be of 
Inestimable benefit to our low grade 
ore producers who are struggling In 
the coils of what the Standard man 
calls the ."octopus." Mr. Tanner Is not 
a new hand in cyaniding, neither is he 
conducting the experiments solely in the 
interest of science. He long ago studied 
the process that has helped to make the 
low grade mines of Cripple Creek fa- 
mous and made* the milling industry a 
profitable Investment. Since, coming 
here a. few years ago he has studied ouf 
ores and different processes .of. treat- 
ment.

40 miles distant. He started with his 
men to find the column.

In 
n country in which you can hide 100,- 
000 men in a 10-mile square, and lose 
them, It was not surprising that lie 
was unable to find a column of BOO 
men. After .wandering for a few days 
aimlessly, the colonel thought It better 
to return, and he and his gallant men 
struck the railway line some four miles 
south of Sprlngfontein.
